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STREETCARS RUN 
ON TIME, LITTLE 
CONFUSION OVER 


END OF PASSES 


New Fare Schedule Goes 
in Effect—Some Tem- 
pers Frayed as De- 
mands on Operators for 
Change Increase.

Busses and streetears ran on 
schedule through the morning 
rush hours today despite the elim- 
ination of the $1.50 weekly passes 
which forced operators to make 
change for about 20 per cent of 
the riders. 

In several instances tempers of 
operators and passengers flared 
when large bills were tendered for 
the 10-cent cash fare, a St. Louis 
Public Service Co. spokesman said, 
but, in general, the anticipated 
delay caused by the necessity to 
make change for passengers did 
not materialize. 

New Schedule in Effect. 

The new rate schedule, approved 
by the Missouri Public Service 
Commission, went into effect at 
12:01 a.m. today. It calls for a 10- 
cent cash fare on streetcars and 
some busses; 15 cents on express 
busses; 5 cents for children and 
10 cents for children on express 
busses; a 50-cent student pass, 
good only Monday through Fri- 
day; 5 cents on downtown loop 
busses and 10 cents extra fare in 
outer zones of the Airport bus line 
and Creve Coeur streetcar line. 

All bus and streetcar operators 
started out this morning with $15 
in change, which is the normal 
amount, and none reported run- 
ning out. 

A driver of a Delmar bus, how- 
apparently ran short of 
. When a woman boarded 
his bus and offerea a $10 bill for 
payment of her 10-cent fare, he 
told her, “Lady, I can’t change 
that. You'll have to get off.” She 
sharply replied: I'll not get off. 
This is all the money I have.” 
With that she turned, ‘walked back 
in the bus and sat down. 

Incidents of this nature have 
been reported previously, a com- 
pany spokesman said, and in each 
case the passenger is permitted to 
ride free of charge.

they ate lunch. Today the side- 
walks were more crowded, and 
streetcars appeared less crowded. 

A spot check of operations, made 
by the Post-Dispatch on the Lin- 
dell bus line, showed that no time 
was lost making change for pas- 
sengers. It took a bus 21 minutes 
to run from Lindell boulevard and 
Kingshighway to Locust street 
and Twelfth boulevard during the 
rush hour this morning. 

About 45 persons boarded the 
bus between those two points and 
only six of them did not have the 
correct change ready to drop in 
the coin box. The driver of this 
bus told a reporter that the 
crowd around the box was a little 
heavier than usual, but he saved 
time by starting the bus as soon 
as the last passenger aboard had 
paid his fare. 

This driver spent an average 
of 30 seconds at cach stop, ex- 
cept at Grand boulevard .and Lin- 
dell where there were an unusu- 
ally large number of passengers 
waiting. Most of them, however, 
had transfers and the wait was 
less than a minute. 

Drivers of some express busses 
reported meeting several trritated 
passengers, who apparently had 
forgotten or had not been in-

Extension Allowed Under 
New Credit Rules, Pro- 
vided That the Dealer 


Is Willing.

WASHINGTON, March 7 (AP) 
—One can get an extra 21 months 
to pay off the balance now owed 
on an automobile bought some 
time ago—if the dealer is willing. 

Federal Reserve Board officials 
said that can be done under the 
easier installment credit terms 
made effective by the board to- 
day. They give the owners of 
automobiles partly paid for a 
break as good—or better—than 
those buying automobiles today. 

The same allowance of an extra 
21 months to pay off the balance 


due applies to those who already 
have partly paid for the other 
articles under installment credit 
controls — radios, refrigerators, 
washing 2 etc.

The extra time for past buyers, 
fever, can be ined only if 
to write a 


That, however, is all that is 
necessary. The buyer does not 
have to show that “changed cir- 
cumstances” or unexpected hard- 
ship make it impossible for him 
to continue making installment 
payments under his present con- 
txact. 

For those who can make such a 
showing, a special provision in 
the regulations makes possible 24 
months extra to pay off the bal- 
ance. But again, that applies 
only if the dealer is willing to 
make a new contract. 


Warning on Limitations. 


Reserve board officials warn, 
however, that the new contract 
possibilities carry these limita- 
tions: 

1. They cannot be “pre-ar- 
ranged.” That is, the buyer and 
the dealer are forbidden to 
make any installment payment 
contract with an understanding 
that a new contract will be 
made later so as to stretch out 
the payment time. 

2. Cash down payments al- 
ready paid cannot be affected 
by a new ‘contract. ' 

The relaxed regulations them- 
selves keep the cash down pay- 
ment required on autos at one- 
third, as previously. They lower 
the down payment for other con- 
trolled items to 15 per cent instead 
of 20 per cent as before. 

No one who made a 20 per cent 
down payment on a television set, 
for example, can make a new con- 
tract in which the excess of the 
down payment over 15 per cent 
can be counted on future install- 
ments, officials said. 

Dealers willing to make new 
contracts providing for an extra 
21 months or shorter period to pay 
off balances due on past deals can 
arrange the amounts of the in- 
stallment any way they wish, so 
long as payment is completed 
within 21 months. 

Summing up, here’s an exam- 
ple: The buyer of an expensive 
automobile who has paid all but 
$1000 of the price over the last 12 
months, can, if his dealer is will- 
ing, enter a new contract and get

Assistant Circuit 
Attorney James W. Connor, in a 


letter to the telephone company, 


stated the order was based on a 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion ruling that prosecuting of- 
ficials May order telephone serv- 


ice discontinued when it hecame 
known the telephones were being 
used for illegal purposes. 

A spokesman for the company 
said the circuit attorney’s request 
had been received, and the tele- 
phones would be removed “in ac- 
cordance with long-established 
policy.” 

Police, meanwhile, were at- 
tempting to learn how the 10 tele- 
phones were obtained for the 
handbook without a report by 
telephone installers that the in- 
stallation appeared intended for 
bookie. purposes. Facts in the 
case will be presented to the 
grand jury on Thursday. 

Victor E. Cooley, president of 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co., 
teld the Post-Dispatch he was not 
familiar with details of the instal- 
lation, and could not answer ques- 
tions on the matter. He referred 
inquiries to Douglas Williams, 
company vice president in charge 
of advertising, after declining to 
see a reporter sent to his office. 
Williams, in turn, referred the re- 
porter to Richard Horner, pub- 
licity director for the company. 

Bookmaker’s Explanation. 

Police today intensified their ef- 
forts to unravel the exact methods 
used by Michael Mercurio and 
Richard Egan, operators of the 
handbook, in assembling the 10 
cradle type handset telephones at 
the North Fourth street address, 
where police raiders found six 
clerks busy handling horse race 
bets on Saturday, Mercurio, re- 
leased on bond, was called to po- 
lice headquarters yesterday and 
told them, officers reported, that 
he and an associate obtained the 
phones through using “assumed 
names” of business firms. 

Investigation yesterday, limited 


because of the Sunday closing of 


business, showed that three of the 
handbook phones, carrying num- 
bers Garfield 0940-41-42,“ were 
listed by the telephone company 
under the Allwood Transfer Co., 
Room 209, at the Fourth street ad- 
dress. The telephone directory, re- 
cently issued, lists the Allwood 
Transfer Co. at 4425 Olive street, 
with the number, “LUcas 8797.” A 
call to that number resulted in 
information from the operator 
that the Lucas number had been 
changed to the three Garfield 
numbers. 


Investment Firm Name Used. 

Two other numbers in service 
at the handbook were issued to 
the Allen Investment Co., Room 
201, 829 North Fourth street, 
police learned at the telephone 
company. The telephone directory 
lists the Allen Investment Co., at 
6162 Page boulevard, Wellston, 
with the number, Delmar-9850.“ 
Callers of that number are in- 
formed by the operator that the 
number has been changed to 
„Chestnut- 3347“ and Chestnut 
3348,“ which are two of the ten 
phones in the handbook.

WASHINGTON, March 7 (UP) | 
—The Supreme Court ruled today |

(In his series of articles on labor 
bill pros and cons, Joseph Hanlon, 
a Washington correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch, said Friday 
that the Taft-Hartley Act forbids 
the closed shop but permits the 
union shop under certain condi- 
tions. The Administration’s labor 
bill not only would permit the 
closed shop but is intended to, 
and probably would, nullify laws

SACRAMENTO, Calif., March 7 
(AP) — The California Crime Com- 
mission charged today that the 
‘notorious Capone syndicate of 


Chicago, by threats, beatings and 
shooting,” has gained a nation- 
wide monopoly Over wire services 
for illegal horse racing bookies. 

Reporting to Gov. Earl Warren 
yesterday, the commission said 
California had won the first round 
in a fight to break the monopoly 
—with a court-ordered denial of 
Western Union facilities—but 
warned state agencies to be pre- 
pared for a second round, 

“It is not to be expected that the 
gambling syndicates will permit 
their organization to be destroyed 
and the fabulous profits of book- 
making in California to be cut off 
without a struggle,” the commis- 
sion said. 

Points-to Ragen Murder. 

The report noted: 

“Control was secured by the syn- 
dicate through a campaign of 
threats, beatings and shooting cul- 
minating in the murder of James 
R. Ragen (former) head of the 
(Continental) wire service in Au- 
gust 1946 (in Chicago). California 
experienced its share of this vio- 
lence (the last a reference to the 
killing of Benjamin (Bugsy) Siegel 
in Beverly Hills last June). 

The United States Ninth Circuit 
Court ordered Western Union to 
end its leased wire service to Con- 
tinental Press Feb: 14. The Con- 
tinental Press network, which the 
commission said flashes racing in- 
formation from all United States 
tracks to horse parlors,” was held 
to be: “A framework reaching 
every sizable community in the 
country upon which a whole series 
of criminal rackets can be or- 
ganized and operated.” 

Bookies Still Operating. 

The commission warned, how- 
ever there is still bookmaking in 
California—and that information 
is being increasingly carried on 
telephone lines. 

Nation-wide telegraph systems 
carrying racing information were 
built, it was contended, “by much 
bloodshed, violence, intimidation, 
bribery and corruption.” Heads of 
bookmaking syndicates, it said, are 
among “the great and truly dan- 
gerous criminals of the present.” 


In a progress report to state of- 
ficials, the commission insisted: 

“It is a fact, which should nev- 
er be overlooked or forgotten, that 
no matter what organization or 
persons may front for the racing 
news service, in dealing with the 


‘wire service’ in California today 
we are in reality dealing with the 
Capone syndicate and its agents.” 

It said the Chicago Crime Com- 
mission had helped to make that 
fact plain. 

Retired Admiral Heads Group. 

The California commission, set 
up by Warren to investigate or- 
ganized crime, is headed by re- 
tired Adm. William H. Standley 
of San Diego. It will make its 
final report by July 1. 

The commission said those in- 
volved in California are mere 
agents of the Eastern syndicate 
chiefs who live peacefully and

Wagner Act Provision. 

Section 8 (3) of the Wagner Act 
says, in part, that “nothing in this 
act. . shall preclude an employer 
from making an agreement with 
a fabor organization. .. to require 
as a condition of employment 
membership therein, if such labor 
organization is the representative 
of the employes as provided (by 
law)...” 

The tribunal ruled in effect that 
this does not give unions an ab- 
solute right to the closed shop or 
other forms of union security ar- 
rangements. Hence, it said, states 
may regulate such arrangements. 

Until today the Supreme Court 
had never ruled on the relation- 
ship between the old Wagner Act 
and state efforts to regulate the 
closed shop. 

The Administration apparently 
anticipated the court’s stand. The 
new labor bill now before Con- 
gress goes farther than the 
Wagner Act and contains specific 
language striking down state laws 
Which interfere with union se- 
curity contracts for workers 
interstate commerce. 

Other Court Actions. 

In other cases today the Supreme 
Court: 

Reaffirmed for the second 
time in less than three months 
the conviction of Carl A. Mar- 
zani for concealing Communist 

ties while he worked for the 
State Department. As was the 
case before, the vote was 4 to 4.

—The Hoover Commission today 
recommended handing all the 
Government’s controls over trans- 
portation — railroads, highways, 
planes and ships—to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 


In perhaps the most sweeping 
remodeling plan of the 10 it has 
thus far sent to Congress, the com- 
mission urged moving into that 
one department all or part of eight 
other Government agencies — in- 
cluding the Coast Guard and the 
business activities of the Maritime | 
Commission. | 

The 12-member group on Gov- 
ernment reorganization headed by 
former President Herbert Hoover 
explained its proposal this way: | 

“Tt was the original intent of 
Congress, in creating the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, that it should

Says Waste Would Be Cut. 

Its suggestion that the Secretary 
of Commerce “be assigned the

SAN FRANCISCO, March 7 — 
Round-the-world flyer Bill Odom 
was nearing the Pacific Coast to- 
day in his second attempt to set a 
new world distance record for 
small planes by flying from Hono- 
lulu to Teterboro (N.J.) airport, 
near New York. 

The 29-year-old flyer radioed 
that he expected to cross the 
coastline somewhere between San 
Francisco and the Oregon border 
this afternoon. He took off from 
Honolulu last night, and hopes to 
land at Teterboro at 8:30 a.m. (St. 
Louis time) tomorrow. The flight 
across the Pacific is 2400 miles, 
and an additional 2884 miles from 
here to Teterboro. 

Odom, aided by a tilwind, has 
been averaging better than 139 
miles an hour. He is flying a 
single-engined, 185- horsepower 
plane, which, with its original 
load of 288 gallons of gasoline, 
weighed 3779 pounds.

The state presented its evidence 
today in the trial of Floyd Eu- 
gene Rollings, Navy veteran who 
killed his infant daughter with a 
hatchet last Dec. 14. Dr. John G. 
Matthews, psychiatrist of St. 
Louis County Hospital, testified 
that Rollings is insane. 

The trial is being held before 
a jury in Circuit Judge Raymond 
E. LaDriere’s court in Clayton. 


Dr. Matthews said he examined 
Rollings Jan, 15 and again last 
Friday and on each occasion 
found him suffering from demen- 
tia praecox. Rollings, he testified, 
is incapable of managing his own 
affairs and has periods of con- 
fusion, especially when subject to 
stress and strain. The chances for 
his complete recovery are remote, 
the physician added. 

At the opening of the trial As- 
sistant Prosecuting Attorney Les- 
ter Watson of St. Louis county 
asked the jury of 10 men and two 
women to find the defendant not 
guilty by reason of insanity. The 
judge, he said, could then order 
Rollings committed to an institu- 
tion. 

Rollings, a student at St. Louis 
University Dental School, killed 
his daughter, Donna Anne, 6 
months old, at his home 9728 Adair 
avenue, Lemay. His, wife was at 


because of her husband’s strange 
behavior. 

When he was in the Navy, Roll- 
ings suffered a breakdown and 
was sent to a hospital in Wash- 
ington for four months in 1945.

A 
reading of 19.62 feet was reported 
last night.

WASHINGTON, March 7 (UP)— 
The House passed and sent to the 
Senate today a bill to legalize 
American spies and protect the 
aliens who help them. 

Members overrode protests 
against hush-hush tactics of the 
bill’s sponsors and approved it by 
a roll call vote of 384 to 4. 

The four voting against the bill 
were Representatives Marcantonio 
(A.L.P.), New York; Bosone 
Dem.), Utah; Morris (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, and Powell (Dem.), 
New Tork.

GRAND JURY TOGET 
EVIDENCE IN SPY 
‘CASE WEDNESDAY 


No Reason Given for De- 

lay — Arrest of More 

; Government Employes 
- Indicated. | 


NEW YORK, March 7 (UP)— 
The Government today delayed 
until Wednesday its presentation 
to a grand jury of evidence 
against Judith Coplon, 27 years 
old, Justice Department employe, 
and Valentine Gubitchev, 32, Rus- 
sian engineer on the United Na- 
tions staff, on charges of stealing 
Government secrets. 

The grand jury from which the 
Government will seek indictments 
against the pair was adjourned 
until 10 a.m. Wednesday. No rea- 
son for the delay was given. 

Gubitchev was held in $100,000 
— and Miss Coplon in $20,000 

The early part of the jury's 
session today was taken up with 
some business left over from last 


week. 
Subpenas for Pair. 

Attorney General Tom C. Clark 
assigned two special assistants, 
Raymond P. Whearty and Thomas 
Donegan, to present evidence in 
the latest phase of the investiga- 
tion to the grand jury. The two 


defendants have been served with 


subpenas to appear before the 
grand jury. 

They are charged with conspir- 
acy to commit espionage to remove 
Government documents relating to 
national defense. Miss Coplon was 
accused of attempting to turn over 
to Gubitchev typed extracts of 
Government papers she allegedly 
had taken from Department of 
Justice files. 

In Washington, Representative 
Walter (Dem.), Pénnsylvania, 
said the FBI apparently “cooked 
up a phony secret weapon” and 


lewt documents describing it as 


bait for Miss Coplon. Walter is 
a member of the House Un- 
American Activities Committee, 


which has been investigating spy | 


activities. 

(The New York Herald Tribune 
said it had learned last night that 
more suspects in the theft of Unit- 
ed States security documents—a 
“fair number of Government em- 
ployes” — are expected to be 
rounded up shortly. The informa- 
tion said the new arrests may 
show the “extent” to which Gov- 
ernment agencies have been 
riddled by personnel supplying 
the Soviet Union with material.) 

Immunity Ques@on. 

The Russian Government is ex- 
pected to insist that Gubitchev has 
diplomatic status and therefore is 
immune from prosecution. In 
Washington the Department of 
Justice said Soviet representatives 
had told the engineer in an inter- 
view Saturday midnight that he 
is protected fully by diplomatic 
immunity.

“No single government agency 
is in a position to evaluate the 
total needs in transportation, the 
total service provided, or the net 
results of all federal transporta- 
tion undertakings. ... 

“A close grouping of the major 
transportation activities is essen- 
tial to the development of intelli- 
gent, total transportation policy, 
and the efficient administration of 
transportation activities.” 

Coast Guard Change Disputed. 

There was disagreement on a 
number of details. Retiring Secre- 
tary of Defense Forrestal dissent- 
ed from the proposed transfer of 
the Coast Guard, although that 
service apparently would still be

NEW YORK, March 7 (AP)— 
Organized baseball was threatened 
today with another legal headache 
—a multi-million dollar one but 
an air of mystery surrounded the 
latest of the sport’s spectacular 
developments. 

John L. Flynn, New York at- 
torney, announced suits would be 
filed against the national game 
soon by several players suspended 
for jumping to the Mexican 
League three years ago. 

He declined to name the men in- 
volved but stated that $5,000,000 
was a “low” estimate of the total 
amount of damages that would be 
asked. g 

He said the suits, like the 
Danny Gardella case which still 
is pending in the courts, would be 
based on the contention that ban- 
ishment deprived the players of 
a chance to earn a living. 

Gardella, pint-sized former out- 
fielder of the New York Giants, 
sued baseball leaders for $300,000, 
contending the game is a monopo- 
ly and its reserve clause violates 
the anti-trust law. A United States 
court of appeals held last month 
the Gardella case should be heard. 

(The Post-Dispatch yesterday 
named ten players as ready to file 
damage suits for an estimated 
$5,000,000 through Attorney 
Flynn.) 

Chandler Has No Comment. 

A few of these players acknowl- 
edged they had been contacted 
about such a suit. Others either 
said they knew nothing about it 
or had no comment. 

Told of this reaction, Flynn said 
he had “several” players ready to 
file suits and added: “You can 
say a hell of a story will break 
in a few days.” 

Commissioner Chandler, in Sara- 
sota, Fla., kad no comment on the 
matter. Other officials also were 
silent. 

One banished player who asked 
that his name not be used said 
he and some others were planning 


such a suit but added “We aren't

Wing Shot Champion of the World 
HE duck shooter must, of 
course, expect to be cold, and 
he will be very cold while wait- 
ing for ducks in hard ‘weather, es- 
pecially when he waits a long time 
in vain. But the coming in of the 
ducks in good flights raises the 
spirits, stimulates the circulation 
of the blood, and revives the 
warmth of the bod¥. I have some- 
times gotten so cold that 1 could 
hardly charge my muzzle-loading 
gun, but good sport soon changed 
that. 

As I remarked before in allud- 
ing to the color of the duckshoot- 
er’s Clothes, ducks know a good 
deal more than some of the men 
who go after them. You may see 
some of the latter select for their 
shooting place a cornfield in 
which the stalks are all broken 
down, and there they go to work 
and build a standing blind of the 
stalks. 

“In vain is the net of the fowler 
spread in sight of the bird,” The 
ducks have probably flown over 
that field dozens of times, and 
noticing this blind—a thing there 
new and strange—they sheer off 
from it instead of flying on to go 
over it or near it, and the man 
inside of it gets no shots within 
killing distance. 

When I see that a man has ‘uilt 
a blind in such a place, I just take 
advantage of his ignorance and 
folly by going and lying down 
some hundred and fifty or two 
hundred yards on one side of it. 
All ducks that sheer off from it 
on that side I get a shot at. In 
this way I have often killed 20 
or 30, while the man in the blind 
never got a duck. 


Used Dead or Live Birds. 


In the prairies there are many 
ponds and sloughs, and the waters 
are generally well up in them 
when the prime of the time for 
shooting ducks comes in the spring 
and fall. At such places it is 
advisable to use decoys, and with 
these well set out a man may 
shoot on and off all day when 
the ducks are flying about. Wood- 
en decoys, painted to represent 
ducks, are used by many people, 
but I prefer something different, 
more natural than the joiner and 
painter can turn out. 

I have killed hundreds of dozens 
of ducks shooting over decoys, 
and the best I ever used were tame 
ducks of the color of the mallard. 
Three of these, a drake and two 
ducks, I used to fit with a piecé 
of leather on the leg, and a 
string five or six yards long 
for each. I then staked them 
out in shallow water, so that they 
could not come nearer than four

or five feet of the bank, and lay 
down. They were, in my opinion, 
much better than any dead decoy, 
whether duck or wood, After be- 
ing used as decoys for some time 
these ducks seemed to understand 
what was required of them, and 
to enter into the business with 
interest. They would swim about 
and play, and I had one pair 
that. would call to the wild mal- 
lards when they saw them going 
over. 

The next best thing to these 
tame live decoys for the waters 
of which I am writing is the dead 
mallard itself. As soon as I got a 
couple, when not employing the 
tame ducks, I put them out, and 
sometimes I have had as many as 
fifteen dead ducks out-as decoys 
together. 

Success greatly depends upon 
the way in which they are set 
out; though set out in the most 
artful and natural manner, they 
are not as effectual as tame ducks 
of the mallard color, because these 
last swim about, and the ducks 
flying above see them in motion. 
I have ‘sometimes killed as many 
as seventy or eighty ducks in a 
day’s shooting with decoys of dead 
ducks, 


Setting Out Decoys. 

My method of setting them out 
was as follows: Having killed 
the duck ond got him on the bank, 
taks a stick, or, on the prairie 
where there are no sticks, a reed, 
or the stalk of a strong weed, 
which is there big and stiff. 
Sharpen one end to a point, which 
insert under the skin of the duck’s 
breast and along up the neck, 
just beneath the skin, into the 
head. Do this so that the head 
holds a natural position to the 
body, and the neck is not awry. 
Then wade out and plant the 
other end of the stick in the mud 
over which there is a foot of 
water or a little more. 

The body of the duck must then 
rest on the water, as that of a 


providing for 
would enable him to earn about 


live duck does, and, after hav- 
ing smoothed the feathers nicely, 
the shooter returns to his lying- 
down place on the bank. It is best 
to keep on setting these dead 
decoys until you have seven or 
eight out; and if you largely .in- 
creases the number, it will be 
simply all the better. 

I make no blind by the pond 
or slough, but lie on the grass, 
unless there is brush or a growth 
of willow to hide in. Neither do 
I ever wait for the ducks to settle, 
but shoot while they are still on 
the wing. One day at Skunk’s 
Island, in the great Winnebago 
Swamp, I killed a hundred and 
thirty ducks over dead-duck de- 
coys set out after the plan I have 
described, and in that day’s shoot- 
ing I never hid at all. I sat on 
a muskrat-house all the time, 
sometimes, however lying down.

CHICAGO, March 7 (AP)—Be- 
cause of racial segregation in 
East St. Louis schools, the city’s 
Negro high school basketball team 
will play in a ‘sectional tourna- 
ment 75 miles distant, instead of 
at home. 

Lincoln High of East St. Louis 


is the only Negro team champion- 


among 60 which won regional 
tournaments last week in the III- 
nois title race. The 60 teams now 
advance to 15 four-team sectional 
meets starting Wednesday. 

Regional champions usually are 
assigned to the sectional meet in 
their. home town, if their city is a 
sectional site. This practice was 
followed in 10 instances this year, 
but the policy was not applied in 
the case of Lincoln High. 

Instead of being assigned to the 
East St. Louis sectional, where 
Collinsville, Jerseyville, Nashville 
and New Athens are assigned, Lin- 
com will play against Browns- 
town, Hillsboro and Taylorville in 
the Hillsboro sectional. Hillsboro 
is about 75 miles northeast of East 
St. Louis, 

Albert Willis, executive secre- 
tary of the Illinois High Schoo! 
Association, said: 

“There is segregation of Negro 
and white pupils in East St. Louis 
schools. The IHSA board of di- 
rectors did not feel it was advis- 
able to assign Lincoln, a Negro 
school, to the Last St. ‘Louis sec- 
tional.”

Paul M. Herzog Explains. 

Paul M. Herzog, chairman of 
the NLRB, had sought to justify 
the Administration bill's distinc- 
tion between justifiable and un- 
justifiable boycotts in these words: 
“Common to the bill's handling 
of unjustifiable objectives is the 
fact that the proposed provision is 
directed not only against secon- 
dary boycotts but also against 
primary strikes. If this were not 
done, an illogical result would fol- 
low. This is so because a sec- 
ondary boycott is in essence the 
use Of pressure by one employer's 
employes to support a strike by 
another employer’s employes 
against the latter. The secondary 
boycott therefore has the same ul- 
timate objective as the strike 
which it supports. 
“To outlaw the one and permit 
the other would make illegality 
turn only on the fact that a sec- 
ondary employer was involved 
rather than upon the fact that 
the ultimate objective of the ac- 
tion was unjustifiable.”

Different Logic, Same Purpose. 
After the war, Robert R. Na- 
than, then deputy director for re- 
conversion, was interested in a 
legislative program, too. He want- 
ed a higher minimum wage, high- 
er unemployment compensation, a 
broadening of the social security 
base, and continuance of price and 
rationing controls. But his eco- 
nomic pitch was almost the reverse 
of Keyserling’s and Clark’s. Na- 
than said the country faced wide- 
spread unemployment—8,000,000 to 
10,000,000—during reconversion. He 
wanted the Government to pro- 
vide social cushions against the 
shock. Price control would sus- 
tain purchasing power, likewise 
higher unemployment compensa- 
tion. 
Nathan encouraged labor to de- 
mand higher wages on the ground 
that profits were ample to pay 
them. Now Keyserling, who is the 
most articulate member of. the 
President’s Council, takes a simi- 
lar tack. At a dinner in New 
York he urged delegates of the 
Amalgamated Meat Cutters and 
Butcher Workmen of North Amer- 
ica, AFL, to avoid becoming “labor 
statesmen.” 

He declared: “‘Labor states- 
men’ is a fine sounding expres- 
sion. Too often it is used to 
mean that labor should make the 
sacrifice play first. I don’t ask 
you to do that. I ask you to be 
good trade unionists, to be mili- 
tant trade unionists in the best 
sense of that word. We can 
raise our living standards and 
our real wages, which I believe 
means raising our money wages, 
year after year.” 

Projection of the Fears. 
Nathan’s worst postwar fears 
were never realized. Unemploy- 
ment during the reconversion pe- 
riod hit a high of 2,700,000 in 
March 1946.

projecting his apprehensions. The 
great problem in Government in 
the fall of 1945 was to ease the 
transitions, to get businesses con- 
verted from war to peace produc- 
tion, to find jobs for displaced 
workers, to get veterans located, to 
build housing. The memories of 
the 1929-33 depression were still 
vivid. A repetition was to be 
guarded against at all costs. Few 
persons feared inflation. Most 
Government forecasts—and prepa- 
rations—were ‘for deflation, as the 
economic eventuality hardest to 
handle. 


The parallel applies today. Much 
thinking in the Government, as 
the result of inflation, is still di- 
rected at inflation. Suggestions 
have been made to drop the peg 
on Government bonds, to reinstate 
price controls, to limit wage in- 
creases, to cut federal expenses, 
and so on. Government economists 
feel they know how to handle de- 
flation: Merely spend money, in- 
crease public works. They learned 
that from John Maynard Keynes. 
So, naturally, they’re inclined to 
concentrate on the problem that 
hasn’t been solved. 


Keyserling’s advice to labor may 


be unstrategically timed. He may

KEY WEST, Fia., March 7 (AP) 
RESIDENT TRUMAN, in a 
gay mood, raced reporters into 
his vacation resort yesterday 

for a two-week vacation.

Truman had pencil and pad in 
hand as he, turning the guns on 


the correspondents, asked, “What 


about Molotov?” 
. The reporters, taking the cue, 
replied, “No comment.” This re- 


ferred to the Moscow announce- 
ment of the release of V. M. Molo- 


tov from his duties as Soviet For- 
eign Minister. 

“What about Molotov?” the 
President then asked. “What does 
this Molotov thing mean? I want 
an answer.” Again the reply was: 
“No comment.” 

He stribbled on his pad. 

The reporters took off from 
Washington about five minutes or 
more behind the President, whom 
they had entertained Saturday 
night at the annual dinner of the 
White House Correspondents’ As- 
sociation. They had Dick Merrill, 
ace Eastern Airlines pilot, at the 
controls of their plane. 

Lt. Col. Francis Williams, the 
White House pilot, who usually 
co-operates with the reporters to 
seé that they land in advance of 
the President, got these instruc- 
tions from Truman after the take- 
off from Washington: “Let’s go 
right on in this time and have a 
little fun.” 

After alighting at the Boca 
Chica airport, eight and a half 
miles from the submarine base 
here, the President decided to 
wait for the reporters, to chide 
them for their delay. 

En route to the station, he saw 
an occasional American flag, and 
one sign reading, “Welcome back, 
Uncle Harry.” 

The only serious note of Tru- 
man's arrival came when he was 
informed of the death of Senator 
Broughton (Dem.), North Carolina. 

“That’s terrible,” he said. He 
told reporters he would draft a 
message of condolences immedi- 
ately.

Restriction on Investment. 

As a starter, the state Legisla- 
ture on Feb. 28 amended insur- 
ance laws establishing the legality 
of “private placements” so as to 
restrict life insurance firms or 
fraternal benefit societies from 
investing more than 5 per cent 
of total assets in any single 
institution. The legal limit is now 
10 per cent. The reduction awaits 
only the expected signature of 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey. 

Mahoney committee hearings 
have been completed on another 
amendment to expand the struc- 
ture and budget of a national 
board of insurance commissioners 
which examines insurance com- 
pany financial transactions. This 
proposal also has been approved 
both by state Insurance Depart- 
ment and industry spokesmen. It 
will go to the Legislature at an 
early date. 

It is the second measure that 
is of immediate importance. Mem- 
bers of the Mahoney committee 
freely concede that the first, stipu-

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Tolerance or Tyranny? 


The rotogravure sections recently were full of 
pictures of Polish Jews rioting in Berlin against 
the showing of a film of “Oliver Twist.” Now a 
group in Perth Amboy, N. J., is demanding that 
the reading of this Dickens novel be prohibited 
in the community’s schools. The reason in each 
case is that the portrayal of Fagin is considered 
to be anti-Semitic. 

It micht be arqued tha* for. un- one Jewish 
villain, Dickens presented a whole array ot dis- 
reputable Anglo-Saxons: Bill Sikes, Steerforth, 
Uriah Heep, Mr. Pecksniff and others. Here is 
an echo of the protests against Shakespeare's 
Shylock who, by the way, was as are a martyr 
as a Villain. 

It needs to be made clear, 8 that the 
Jews are by no means the only minority which 


at times is inclined to protest against the pres- 


entation of any of its members in an un- 
favorable light. Negroes have hit. “ut against 
“Uncle Tom's Cabin” and “The Birth of a Na- 
tion.” Roman Catholics just now seem success- 
ful in Keeping The Nation out of the New York 
public schools because the magazine carried ar- 
ticles unfavorable to their church. Examples 
might be multiplied. 

There is a real—and to some extent under- 
standable—tendency on the part of minorities 
sometimes subject to unfair treatment to insist 
that their members must be. treated only as 
paragons of all the virtues. 

Yet we fear that this is a self-defeating strate- 
gy. It leads to censorship by minority. And 
that can be even worse than censorship by the 
majority. It would narrow the field of imagina- 
tive literature until one could write only of 
robots.. It thus invites angry reaction. 

Any serious writer must explore both the 
blacks and the whites of human beings, and per- 
force his creatures are going to belong to some 
group or creed. Human weaknesses are not 
to be denied, nor can it be denied that they are 
spread over the whole human race, Or should 
“pure” Americans ban Dreiser, Faulkner, Stein- 
beck and Sinclair Lewis? 

There is no place in a free nation, argues Dr. 
John Haynes Holmes, chairman of the board 
of the American Civil Liberties Union, for forc- 
ing a minority judgment of this nature on the 
whole nation. If such an attitude were to be- 
come general, minorities would be the worst 
sufferers. 

This does not mean, of course, that they do 
not have the right to protest by every legitimate 
device. And such protests, we confidently hope, 
will always be sympathetically heeded. Writers 
also have the obligation to be fair, to be honest. 
Tolerance does not command the acceptance of 
defamation. Rather, it makes possible that free- 
dom of expression which is necessary if truth 
is to prevail over falsehood. Suppression and 
censorship, whether by majority or minority, are 
no friends of freedom. And without freedom 
the good life is impossible, especially for minor- 
ities. 
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Pure Fiction by Mr. Bromfield 

Louis Bromfield has spun many à piece of 
fiction, but surely the most fictitious was the 
one he told the House Agriculture committee— 
that coloring margarine yellow brings on Com- 
munism. The novelist’s plot ran like this: 

Margarine, colored this tasty hue, is bought by 
increasing numbers of people in preference to 
butter. Margarine monopolies spring up. And 
monopolies foster Communism. 

Mr. Bromfield doesn't say what the denen 
efforts of the butter industry to monopolize the 
table - spread business are likely to foster. He 
doesn't explain how he can lock at yellow and 
see red. But then we suppose that would spoil 
what wasn't too good a story to begin with. 
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Pick-Sloan’s Huge One-Sidedness 
Few people perhaps realized that the Federal 
Government has already spent one and a fifth 


‘billion dollars on the Pick-Sloan plan and its 
predecessor works for the development of the

It is dn enormous amount to be spent under 
any conditions, and a truly appalling amount to 
be spent in advance of any coherent plan for 
spending it or for making certain that the struc- 
tures it provides will be useful after they are 
built.

drew up in an attempt to forestall each other,

How. one-sided is the present unplanned de- 
velopment was shown by figures in Richard G. 
Baumhoff’s report in the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
Analysis of these figures shows the disparity in 
the treatment which the dominant agency, the 
Army Engineers, is getting for itself, and the 


treatment which submerged agencies like the 


Soil Conservation Service are receiving. 

The Army Engineers, with 19 per cent of the 
program, has obtained 41 per cent of the ap- 
propriations, while the Soil Conservation Serv- 
ice and the Forest Service, with 9 per cent of 
the program, have received 1.6 per cent of the 
appropriations. Proportionately, the Army Engi- 
neers have done eight times better for them- 
selves!

We call special attention to the article in the 
Mirror of Publie Opinion, by Judge Edward L.

Dealing with the brutalities prac- 
ticed by certain American military prosecutors 
in Germany, it presents detailed information 
about a shocking set of facts which this page on 
Sunday described as “a shame on America.”

That is the issue 
and the quicker the Malmedy prosecutions based 
on torture are repudiated by Gen. Clay or the 
Department of the Army the better it will be 
for all concerned. 
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The Transit Pass Question 

In the disputed matter of the streetcar-bus 
pass, it is not yet clear whether making every 
rider pay cash fare will slow down transit serv- 
ice. The Board of Aldermen and Safety Direc- 
tor Riley have predicted delays, but a close 
study of several days’ experience would be re- 
quired to resolve this point. 

Apart from the question of speed, the fate of 
the pass should be determined as far as possi- 
ble by the wishes of riders. The Aldermen have 
formally asked to have the pass restored, This 
is not conclusive proof that there is an over- 


- whelming popular demand for the pass but it 


does give the Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion cause to reopen the case and conduct hear- 
ings in St. Louis. The present fare structure 
is only a 90-day experiment, but there is every 
reason to try to minimize the hazards that the

Former buyers would like, of course, to have 
passes back at $1.50 a w@ek, and this is the fig- 
ure aimed at by the Aldermen.

Judge Edward L. Van Roden in The Progressive 


The author is a Pennsylvania judge who 
served in both World Wars. His charges 
have just been substantially confirmed by 
an Army review board, which expressed 
the opinion, however, that “ruses, strata- 
gems and similar practices” were “justified 
by the difficulty of cracking the case.” 


American investigators at the United 
States Court in Dachau, Germany, used the 
following methods to obtain confessiorts: 


Beatings and brutal kickings. Knocking 
out teeth and breaking jaws. Mock trials. 
Solitary confinement. Posturing as priests. 
Very limited rations. Spiritual deprivation. 
Promises of acquittal. 

Complaints concerning these third-degree 
methods were received by Secretary of the 
Army Royall last 
spring. Royall ap- 
pointed Justice Gor- 
don Simpson of the 
Texas Supreme Court 
and me to go to Ger- 
many and check up. 

But first, a bit of 
the background: 

Last spring the Su- 
preme Court refused 
the habeas corpus 
petitiog of Col. Wil- 
lis N. Everett Jr.,

n Kenneth Royall 
Malmedy case. Everett is a very able 
lawyer, a conscientious and sincere gen- 
tleman. Hé is not a fanatic. 


Everett charged that the Germans had 
not received a fair trial. Everett did not 
claim that all the defendants were inno- 
cent, but since they did not have a fair 
trial, there was no way of telling the inno- 
cent from the guilty. 


Blot on American Conscience 


If Everett's charges were true, they 
would be a blot on the American con- 
science for eternity. The fact that there 
were atrocities by the Germans during the 
war against Americans, or by Americans 
against Germans, would not in the least 
lessen our disgrace if such peacetime atro- 
cities were to go unchallenged. 

Our specific assignment was not only to 
examine Col. Everett’s charges, but also to 
examine the cases of the 139 death sen- 
tences which at that time remained unex- 
ecuted; 152 Germans had already been ex- 
ecuted. The 139 doomed men were accused 
of involvement in the Dachau concentra- 
tion camp crimes, in the killing of Ameri- 
can flyers, or in the Malmedy massacres. 

Some American flyers were killed by ci- 
vilians. These Germans felt that the 
American flyers were the murderers of 
their defenseless wives, mothers and chil- 
dren who were in the bombed cities—just 
aS the English felt that German flyers 
wert their murderers. That's war. 


Guilt by Being Near? „ 


1 felt deeply about these flyers. I had 
two sons in the Air Force. Jimmy made 35 
missions over Germany and returned safe, 
thank God! Dick made 32 missions and 
was finally shot down. He spent 12 months 
in g German prisoner-of-war camp.

tion pleaded that it was difficult to obtain 
competent evidence. Perl told the court, 
“We had a tough case to crack and we had 
to use persuasive methods.” He admitted 
that the methods included various “expedi- 
ents, including some violence ahd mock 
trials.” He further told the court that the 
cases rested on statements obtained by 
such methods. 


The statements were obtained from men 
who had first been kept in solitary con- 
finement for three, four and five months. 
This confinement proved sufficient in itself 
in some cases to persuade the Germans to 
sign prepared statements. 


Brass Knucks, Rubber Hose 


Our investigators would put a black hood 
over the accused’s head and then punch 
him in the face with brass knuckles, kick 
him.and beat him with rubber hose. Many 
of the defendants had teeth knocked out. 
Some had their jaws broken. 


All but two of the Germans, in the 139 
cases we investigated, had been kicked in 
the testicles beyond repair. This was Stand- 
ard Operating Procedure with American 
investigators. 


Per] admitted use of mock trials and per- 
suasive methods including violence and 
said the court was free to decide the weight 
to be attached to evidence thus received. 
But it.all went in. 


Sometimes a prisoner who refused to sign 
was led into a dimly lit room, where a 
group of civilian investigators, wearing 
United States Army uniforms, were seated 
around a black table with a crucifix in the 
center and tyro candles burning, one on 
each side. 

“You will now have your American trial,” 
the defendant was told. The sham court 
passed a sham sentence of death. Then the 
accused was told, “You will hang in a few 


‘days, as soon as the general approves this 
sentence; but in the meantime sign this 


confession and we can get you acquitted.” 


Some still wouldn't sign 


In another case a bogus Catholic priest 
(actually an investigator) entered the cell 
of one of the defendants, heard his confes- 
sion, gave him absolution, and then gave 
him a little friendly tip: “Sign whatever 
the investigators ask you to sign. It will 
get you your freedom. Even though it’s 
false, I can give you absolution now it ad- 
vance for the lie you'd tell.” 

In spite of the many instances like those 
I have described, we found no general con- 
spiracy to obtain evidence improperly. With 
the exception of 28 cases, we saw no reason 
why the tions should not be carried 
out. For the 110 others, there was sufficient 
evidence from other sources to warrant the 
death penalty. 


Manna for Our Enemies 


The American investigators who commit- 
ted the atrocities in the name of American 
justice and under the American flag are 
going scot-free. 

At this point there are two objectives 
which should be aimed for: 

1. Those prisoners hose death sentences 
have not been commuted and who have not 


yet been hanged should be saved, pending 


full judicial review. 


Between Book Ends 


Chennault Flays His Enemies 


WAY OF A Saggy by Claire Lee Chennault. [. P. 
Putnam's Sons, 375 pgs., $4.50.) 


As commander of the Flying Tigers, 
Maj.-Gen. Claire Chennault won enduring 
fame. He was one of the most successful 
air generals of World War II. As author 
of the above listed book Chennault may de- 
come known as one of the most cantanker- 
ous, vindictive and self-opinionated soldiers 
since Bombastes Furioso. It is too bad 
that he did not rest on his record; that 
posterity will not know him exclusively as 
leader of the American Volunteer Group in 
Burma and China where, with only 250 
men, a few dozen planes and $8,000,000 
defeated superior Jap forces with hearten- 
ing regularity. 

In true Horatio Alger style, Chennault 
begins his book with his fortune at its low- 
est ebb. He draws a picture of himself at 
46 (a little ancient for an Alger boy) on a 
hospital bed, suffering from several ill- 
nesses, mentally frustrated and ticketed for 
retirement as a broken down captain. But 
his rise surpasses Alger—four months later 
he was “flying through Jap flak and fight- 

‘ers over Shanghai” at a salary of $1000-a 
month for Chiang Kai-shek.

As early as page 39 he grossly under- 
states matters with: “I never run from a 
tight.“ He runs after them. He fights 
Americans and British with notes, mes 
sages, letters and sarcasm almost as. av 
agely as he fights Japs with gun and 
bomb. He tears into Gen. “Vinegar Joe” 
Stilwell, commanding general of the thea- 
ter who died in 1046, with a vengeance. He 
sees him as an old fuddyduddy ground sol- 
dier who wasted time and lives fighting for 
Burma and building the Burma road in- 
stead of simply flying over it to victory.

Her views, indorsed by leading 
jurists, educators and workers in 


juvenile delinquency, are stated 
in a new 20-cent pamphlet just 
issued by the Public Affairs Com- 
mittee, Inc., “Comics, Radio, Mo- 
vies—and Children.” 

Miss Frank says there is no 
“basis in fact for the current news 
headlines which blame comics for 
children’s delinquent acts, or for 
reckless claims that they have 
caused a rise in juvenile crime. 
The causes of crime are not s0 
simple. They lie much deeper, in 
our society’s failure to meet the 
basic needs of these children.” 


She advises parents to get to 
know what their children are read- 
ing, seeing, hearing—to listen with 
them to their preferred programs, 
to read their favorite comics, and 
to discuss them together. 

Parents should watch tneir chil- 
dren’s reactions. If the radio or 
movies appear too upsetting, par- 
ents can suggest to their youngs- 
ters that they skip them for a 
while. Just sitting with the chil- 
dren while they are listening or 
watching, however, may be suffi- 
ciently reassuring, she says. 

“A child too preoccupied with 
crime or horror is showing us 
plainly that he needs help,” she 
said. “Excessive comics reading, 
too, may be a symptom of distur- 
bance.”

Other speakers 
included William L. Igoe, former 
president of the society, and Rob 
ert F. Lyons, who succeeded him.

ILLEGAL OVER FREE GAMES 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., March 7 
(AP)—A Springfield circuit judge 
has ruled that a pinball machine 
that awards free games is a 
“gambling device.” 

In ordering the destruction of 
a machine seized here, Judge 
Warren L. White wrote: 

“If the first game is worth five 
cents, is not the second game 
worth as much? And if the play- 
er be so favored by fortune to 
win a free game, has he not 
gained something which, but for 
his good fortune, would cost him 
another five cents?”

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Testimony of Nathan Silvermaster 
And How He Was Cleared for Go

HE first telegram the House 
T Un-American Activities Com- 
er Chambers had testified about a 
pre-war Communist spy ring in 
Washington, was sent by the most 
prominent man Chambers named 
as an accomplice. 

„My attention (it read) has been 
called by representatives of the 
press to statements made about 
me before your committee this 
morning by one Whittaker Cham- 
be

„J do not know Mr. Chambers 
and insofar as I am aware have 
never laid eyes on him. There is 
no basis for the statements made 
about me to your committee. 

J would appreciate it if you 
would make this telegram a part 
of your committee's record, and 1 
would further appreciate the op- 
portunity to appear before your 


committee to make these state- 


ments formally and under oath. 
I shall be in Washington on 


Thursday and hope that that will 


be a convenient time from the 
committee’s point of view for me 
to appear.” 

It was from Alger Hiss, bril- 
liant young president of the Car- 
negie Foundation for Intern&tion- 
al Peace. 

We received it on the night of 
Tuesday, Aug. 3, 1948. But in- 
asmuch as Hiss could not appear 
until the fifth of the month, we 
heard Nathan Gregory Silvermas- 
ter in the interim. Silvermaster 
had been named by ex-Communist 
Elizabeth Bentley as a member of 
the Russian secret police, leader 
of one of the spy rings working in 
Washington during the war, but 
also a $9000-a-year Government of- 
ficial. : 

Silvermiaster is a slight, mid- 
dle-aged man with a shock of 

blond hair and a_ toothbrush 
mustache. He was born in 
Odessa, Russia, came to this 
country in 1915, entered the Gov- 
ment in 1935 with the Reset- 
tlement Administration, moved 
to the Maritime Labor Board as 
chief economist, thence to the 
Labor Division of the Farm Se- 
curity Administration as its 
director. 

In 1941 he was loaned briefly 
to the Board of Economic War- 
fare. In 1944, after his Labor 
Division at the Foreign Eco- 
nomic Administration folded, he 
moved on to the Office of Sur- 
plus Property, Consumer Goods 
Division, Treasury Department, 
then to the post of chief econ- 
omist and director of the de- 
partment’s Market Research Di- 
vision. Finally he wound up 
with RFC. En route he helped 
Assistant Secretary of Treasury 
Harry Dexter White draw up 
the Bretton Woods Agreement. 

His first statement on the wit- 
ness stand was that Miss Bentley 
was a “neurotic liar.” He had 
been harassed constantly, he said, 
because he was a strong advocate 
of the rights of the under-priv- 
ileged and of all New Deal prin- 
ciples. The committee hearings on 
espionage, he declared, were a 
“diabolical conspiracy” and “mo-

In a civilization where every 
woman aspires to resemble a hat- 
rack such things as mentioned 
above have been banned for so 
long that we actually have a new 
generation, the members of which 
regard corn meal mush as a satis- 
factory dish for infants—nothing 
more. 


Corn meal was the staff of life 
for the Indian on this continent 
and from it the early settlers pro- 
duced hoe cake, johnny-bread, 
spoon bread, grits and the afore- 
mentioned mush, It appears in all 
of our regional cookery, from the 
scrapple of Pennsylvania to the 
chili concoctions of the great 
Southwest. In fact, one of the 
best corn meal dishes, was de- 
veloped along the border.

The files 
of others in those bureaus were 
there, but not Mr. Silvermaster’s.” 


The committee had gone as far 
as it could in the case of Silver- 
master. It adjourned and pre- 
pared for one of the numberless 
climaxes of its life: the interroga- 
tion of Alger Hiss.
